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McKINLEYS CABINET MEMBERS NOT 
SO HOPEFUL FOR MINISTERS IN PEKIN 


Washington, July 27.—(Special.)—Govern- 
ment officials here high in the confidence 
of the administration admit that ‘‘while 
the light of hope that the ministers were 
alive on July 18th still 'shines, it is burn- 
ing very dimly, and may go out at any 
time.”’ This -is.the-exeet’ language of 
one official Whose authority’ *cannet be 
doubted. The government has been for 
the past few days in receipt of certain 
dispatches which tend to confirm this 
statement, but they have not’ been made 
public. As soon as Secretary Hay ar- 
rived at his office this morning he called 
tcgether the other members of the cabi- 
net who were in the city and held con- 
sultations, it is understood, over these dis- 
patches, and particularly over two which 
are known to have been received from 
Admiral Remey. It was stated by Mr. 
Hay, however, that these dispatches were 
not important, and the conference was 
simply at the request of President Mc- 
Kinley. The president, he said, had sug- 
gested the free consultation of the cab- 
inet members here, one with another, and 
had requested to be informed of the con- 
clusions reached. It is learned here on 
authority which cannot be doubted, that 
one of the Remey dispatches at least is 
of the greatest importance. Remey states 
that it was practically decided to vote 
on the question of selecting a commander 
for the allied forces immediately upon 


the arrival at Tien Tsin of General Chaf- 
fee. This vote was to be decisive, and an 
advance was immédiately contemplated on 
Pekin. Information, however, that large 
re-enforcements of hostile Chinese had ar- 
rived in the immediate vicinity of Pekin 


+} and that more wee on their’ way to that 


place reached the ears ofthe allied com- 
manders. As the available force at their 
command did not exceed 28,000 it had been 
decided to await the sre-enforcements, 
which are now on -their way to that point. 

After the conference held in Secretary 
Hay’s office it was decided this was the 
only course to pursue, and it is probable 
instructions to this effect will be imme- 
diately cabled to Admiral Remey. While 
this government does not admit the prob- 
ability of a war with China, it is known

In the meantime Minister Wu is received 
at the state department as the accredited 
representative of a friendlv power, and all 
communications which he has from his 
government are given due consideration Dy 
Secretary Hay and the president.

AMERICANS SLAIN AT TAO TING 


Consul General Goodnow Sends Ad- 
vices of the 18th. 

Washington, July 27.—The following 
dispatch has been received at the state 
department from Consul General Good- 
now at Shanghai, dated July 27th: 

“An official telegram received here on 
the 18th said that all foreigners and 
many Christians had been killed at Tao 
Ting, and the missions burned. Ameri- 
cans, Sincox family,. Taylor, Pekin, 
Misses Gould, Morrill. The customs of- 
fice reports disturbances at Yunnan yes- 
terday.”’ 

The name Pekin in this dispatch is be- 
lieved at the state department to be 
Pitkin, as inquiries for an American by 
that name have been made at the de- 
partment. The department of state is in 
receipt of a cable dispatch from Consul 
Fowler, at Che Foo, in reply to one sent 
him asking information of missionaries 
in China. Mr. Fowler in his reply says 
that only one missionary, presumably 
French, is' known to be in the interior of 
Honan. At Shan Tung only Americans 
are situated, Those not rescued. are 
the persons: who went to Pekin belonging 
to the American board of foreign mis- 
sions and are believed to be: Arthur 
Smith and wife, Wyckoff sisters, Chapin, 
wife and two children. These names 
were given in a previous cable dispatch 
in which Mr. Fowler said that only two 
foreigners were in ‘fie interior, both 
French.

‘The Mexicans weem thoroughly dis- 
heartened by the defeat and by the diffil- 
culty they are encountering in a cam- 
paign conducted in a country that is a 
vast tropical forest, where the move- 
ment of troops is difficult and almost im. 
possible. The Mexicans were much sur- 
prised to find the Mayas well armed with 
the best modern rifles, as they thought 
they were still using bow and arrow, or 
the very crudest and most old-fashionea 
of guns. It is supposed that the guns 
were furnished the Indians from London, 
via Belize. 

The Mayas are generally well to do, 
having made money in the dye woods in 
which Yucatan abounds. 

The news of the Mexican defeat was 
brought to Belize by the Mexican gun- 
boat Libertad, which was operating with 
General Blanco against the Mayas. The 
officers realized that Mexico had taken a 
more difficult job on its handg than at 
first thought.

‘NEGROES PULLED FROM BURNING BUILDING. 


Shortly after the body of Charles had been taken from the scene a report 
spread that there were still some negroes in the burning building. The 
square was again quickly surrounded by picked men and under guard of men 
with winchesters a special squad made its way into the building. In a room 
which the fire had not yet reached three negroes were found dressed in fe- 
male attire. They were hustled out and immediately sent to prison in a pa- 
trol wagon. Subsequently a fourth negro, a mulatto, was discovered in the 
building. He made a desperate resistance against being arrested and while 
in the hands of the police was killed. by a shot fired from a pistol in the 
hands of one of the disorderly mob that had congregated in the vicinity. 

Just about the time that Charles’s body reached the morgue the body of an 
unknown negro, who had been shot and stabbed to death on Gallatin street, 
was carried in. This negro was passing through the French market when he 
was seen by @ crowd of whites. The latter were intensely excited by the news 
of the killing of Proteous and others up town and they immediately mobbed 
him. The unknown negro ran for his life and the angry mob kept at his heels, 
the crowd increasing in numbers every minute. The negro finally succeeded 
in entering a house on Gallatin street. He ran upstairs and jumped from the 
gallery to the ground. Before he could arise the mob shot and stabbed him 
to death. 7 

Up to the time of the tragedy at Clio and Saratoga streets, the city had 
been practically quiet. Disturbances had occurred only in isolated instances

Ultimately it was concluded by those who were handling the situation that 
the only way to get Charles at all was to BURN THE BUILDING IN WHICH 
ie ao ENTRENCHED. There were, however, some scruples about reso"t- 
ng to this method of getting him, owing to the extremely thickly populated 
section in which the house was situated. Nevertheless, it was determined 
that the fire department should ba called out, in order to protect surrounding 
property, in case it should be resolved to burn the building. At the moment 
of apparent indecision some one went TO A NEIGHBORING GROCERY 
PURCHASED A CAN OF OIL AND, POURING IT OVER THE REAR STEPS 
OF THE BUILDING, APPLIED A MATCH AND SOON HAD THE BUILD- 
ING IN FLAMES. So fiercely did the fire burn that it became evident that 
no human being could live in the building and picked men from the police, 
special squads, members of the soldiery stationed themselves about the build- 
ing in order to pick off the desperado, as he attempted to leave the house 
A young soldier named Adolph Anderson, a member of the state militia was 
one of the first to see Charles as he ran down the steps leading to the second 
story. Charles ran across the yard and entered the second room. 
He FIRED SEVERAL TIMES AT ANDERSON AND THE LAT- 

TER, WHO WAS ARMED WITH WINCHESTER RIFLE, SHOT THE 
NEGRO IN THE BREAST AND HE FELL AND DIED SOON AFTER, 


CHARLES WAS SHOT TO PIECES, 


As soon as the negro fell, numbers of people armed with winchesters and 
revolvers RUSHED IN AND FIRED INTO THE BODY. CHARLES WAS 
LITERALLY SHOT TO PIECES. After it was certain that he was dead, a 
mob entered the yard and dragged the body into the street. There the police 
and the mob emptied their revolvers into it, while a son of one of the murdered 
men rusked up and stamped the face beyond recognition. There were then loud 
howls that the body should be taken to a vacant square in the vicinity and 
publicly burned. At this instance, however, a big squad of police dashed up in 
a patrol wagon. There were thousands of people congregated in the vicinity and 
it seemed as if there might be a clash between the officers and the mob. The 
police seemed, however, to have regained their courage, and they promptly push- 
ed the crowd aside, picked up the body and threw it into the patrol wagon. ‘The 
driver whipped up his horses and the wagon started off with 5,000 people run- 
ning after it and clamoring for the cremation of the body of the desperado. The 
wagon, however, was fleeter than the mob, and it ultimately made its way in 
safety to police headquarters. There an immense crowd had gathered and great 
difficulty was experienced in taking the corpse of the negro from the wagon 
into the morgue. When Charles’s body was stripped it was found to have been 
literally lacerated from head to foot by the bullets of the mob who had fired 


in service at least until Monday.

August Thomas was identified today as the negro who met death at the 
hands of a crowd on Wednesday night at the corner of Customhouse and Villere 
streets. Thomas was a laborer employed by the New Orleans City Railroad 
Company to lay tracks. Louis Taylor, one of the negroes who Was shot and 
clubbed at the French market on Wednesday night, succumbed today to his 
wounds. He never regained consciousness sufficiently to make a statement. 

Late this afternoon Harry Mabry called at central polize headquarters and 
identified two men under arrest—George Flanugin and Mike Foley—as members 
of the mob who murdered Anna Mabry, his nother, while she was asleep in her 
home on Rousseau street at 1 o’cluck this morning. The mob -broke into (fe 
house at that hour where David Mabry, sixty-five years old, his wife, son and 
the Jatier’s wife and infant child were asleep, and firing recklessly around the 
room, fatally wounded the old woman in the side. She died on her way to the 
hospital. 

The police have been singularly inefficient in the discharge of their duty 
during the present crisis, and have made few arrests of those who flagrantly vio- 
lated the laws. However, today Willie Ouliber, a clerk in a grocery store, went 
to the central station and said he knew of two men who had participated in ihe 
murder of August Thomas on Wednesday night. These men, he stated, were 
Conrad and John Schwartz, brothers. Warrants were immediately issued for 
the Schwartzes, and they were taken into custody. 

The grand jury was called in special session today. Judge Joshua G. Bak- 
er delivered a very strong and impressive charge to the jury on the subject of 
the disgraceful scenes which have occurred in New Orleans during the past 
few days. His honor said it Was incumbent on the grand jury to make 
a rigid investigation into every case of violence visited upon the negro popula- 
tion, and to use every means in their power to bring the guilty men to the bar 
of justice. The grand jury, acting on the charge of his honor, remained in 
session for several hours and examined a large number of witnesses, includ- 
ing newspaper reporters, with a view to obtaining information which might 
lead to the apprehension of the perpetrators of the outrages which have taken

DOWN THe CHATTAHOOCHEE 


Mis Boat Is Twenty-Two Feet Long 
and Seven Feet Wide. 


HE BUILT THE VESSEL HIMSELF 


Started on His Journey, but Is Now 
on a Rock Off a River Island 


Waiting for a Rise. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
John Muskey, a foreigner, but of what 
extraction is not known, is lodged upon a 
rick in the Chattahoochee river at Moun- 
tain Island, in Habersham county, in a 
boat which he has built to carry him down 
the stream to the gulf of Mexico, where 
he says he intefids to ply the trado of 


| fishing fo- a living. 


Muskey came to this section a year or 
two ago, and has been living on a furm in 
White county, or, rather, has been work- 
ing on different farms in White and Hab- 
ersham counties wherever he cou.d get a 
job. He is a man of perhaps forty years 
of age, and has peculiarly marked eccetri- 
tricliies. He has never talked to any 
great extent to his friends and neighbors, 
therefore his history has been silently 
kept to himself. As to where he came 
from or to where he really expects to go, 
no one save himself has any idea, 


During the month of January, last, 


Muskey began the construction of a boat, 


designed by himself, at the farm home of 
John Chambers, a Habersham county 
citizen, where Muskey had been given 
employment for a month or more. He had 
saved up money enough to purchase and 
pay for the lumber. and he was allowed 
to build nis boat at Chamters's. 

The boat is twenty-two feet long, seven 
feet wide and five feet nigh. It is buiit 
of heart pine, is well constructed and 
weighs about 1,800 pounds. 

Day after day Muskey toiled until his 
boat was completed. At last when the 
finishing touches had been put on and the 
boat was nicely painted,: he secured the 
assistance of Mr. Chambers and others

Hon. Champ Clark’s Speech. 

Hon, Champ Clark said in part: 

The issue is squarely joined. It is the em- 
pire againgt the republic. William McKinley 
and his cohorts stand for the empire. William 
J. Bryan and his followers stand for the per- 
petuation of this beneficial republic, for which 
our fathers fought and for which thousands of 
them died. The issue cannot be dodged, waded 
or shunted out of the way. They must choose 
whether they will fight under the starry banner 
of the republic or under the imperial banner 
of Mark Hanna, for Mark is the power behind 
the throne, greater than the throne itself, and 
William McKinley ig a mere puppet in his 
hands, 

The Asiatic propaganda is the most preposter- 
ous scheme ever Latched in the brain of man 
and is the rankest sort of midsummer mad- 
ness. 

I don't care a “‘baubee’’ about Aguinaldo and 
the Filipinos. I am an American, a white 
man, of the blonde variety at that, and my 
sympathy, my heart, my golicitude go out to 
the American people who are the real sufferers 
in the wild jingo business and who must pay 
the piper in this mad dance of death. 

One of two things is true about the Filipinos— 
either they are fit for self-government or they 
are not. The jingos can take either horn of 
that dilemma, and whichever they take. mark 
my words, they will be impaled upon it. 

If they, are fit for self-government, in God’s 
name let them govern themselves. 


Filipinos Would Govern Us. 

If they are not fit, we do not want them 
for fellow citizens. We have too many now 
who are not strictly prime and they all vote 
the republican ticket with irritating and monot- 
onous regularity. 

But one thing I do Know and that 
is whether the Filipinos are fit to 
govern themselves or not, they are 
not fit to govern us, and that is pre- 
cisely what they will do if we take 
them into political partnership with 
us, for the supreme court of the 
United States has decided time and 
time and time again that the only 
purpose for which we can acquire 
foreign territory is to make states 
out of it, and if they are ever ad- 
mitted as states they will control the 
senate as well as the electoral col- 
lege.

alien people admitted into the union of states 
on a@ flat-footed equality with the other states? 


What We Owe to Cuba, 


You cannot make a Malay fit for American 
citizenship in 10,000 years, for it is written 
you cannot make a silk purse out of a sow's 
ear. Fitness for American citizenship is largely 
a matter of breed. : ’ : 

Speaking for myself alone, I would not give 
the life of one healthy, brave, ambitious, moral, 
intelligent white boy In exchange for all the 
Filipinos in the archipelago or that may be 
found there until the cra¢ek of doom. 

I humbly and fervently thank Almighty God 
that not one drop of American blood shed in 
this senseless jingo war in the Philippines is 
upon my head or upon my hands. 

At the close of the Spanish war in the sum- 
mer of 1898, for that is when it really closed, 
we could have occupled the most enviable po- 
sition ever octupled any nation since the 
morning stars’ first “fegether for joy: and 
all we had-to do waa to>do that which we 
owed it tm our fathers ‘ dowwhich we owe 
it to our’@faditions to doe-whicl’ we owed it to 
ourselves to do—which ywe. owed it to our 
children £6 dé—Wwhicln, wesowe it to the cause 
of humatiygiberty to “do—and that was to say 
to both thefCubans and the Filipinos ‘‘you are 
free. Your chains are broken. The Spaniards 
ar thrashed, ¥ou helped ns de'this thing, now 
set up yourrewn, governmént and we will make 
the rest ofthe nations keep their hands off of 
you or wé will shoot them off.” 

That's what we ought to have said. That's 
what it is our, duty to ourselves to say. Had 
we done so, today wherever old glory floats it 
would -be hailed by miflions of loving hearts 
as the ensign of a people free themselves and 
who contend that so far as in them lies all 
peoples shall be free and we would not have 
been compelled to fire a single shot to make 
that proclamation good, for what we say goes 
the wide world around. 

I have heard, republican orators sneer at the 
dangers to be apprehended from a vast stand- 
ing army. They ask: ‘‘Who will compose that 
army?’ Then answering themselves with a 
triumphant air they say: ‘‘American boys; an-l 
the American government has nothing to fear 
from American boys.’’ 

I will put and answer:a few questions of the 
same sort myself. ‘‘Who enabled Philip of 
Macedon to overthrow the Greek republics?’ 
‘Grecian boys serving in his army.” 

‘‘What soldiers made the mighty Julius mas- 
ter of the republican Rome?’ ‘‘Roman boys 
serving in his legions.’’ 

‘‘What soldiers at the behest of the Corsican 
adventurer drove the French assembly from its 
chamber at the point of the bayonet, overthrew 
the republic and set up the Napolegnic despot- 
ism?’’ “‘French boys.” 

‘‘What boys’ backed up General Monk in over- 
throwing the Cromwellian commonwealth and 
in bringing Charles II back from his royal 
vagabondage to ascend the throne of his an- 
cestors?’’ “English boys—and none other.’’ 

I am this day in favor of annexing every 
foot of the North American British possessions 
clear to the frozen ocean. It is contiguous ter- 
ritory, inhabited by much the same sort of peo- 
ple that we are and who would become good 
citizens; but Iam _ eternally opposed to holding 
Asiatic territory 10,000 miles away, more 
thickly inhabited than afiy state in the union, 
inhabited by people alien to us in color, race, 
thought and habit. I would keep only such 
places in Asia as we need for coaling and 
naval stations. I am-opposed tO expanding our 
territory in Asia because it is dangerous to our 
institutions and would inevitably involve us in 
endless complications, quarrels and wars. We 
cannot afford to jeopardize our own liberty in 
any such wild, reckless and wicked manner.

The fact: that the per capita volume of cir- 
cvjation has increased in the last three years 
grows out of the accident that the balance of 
trade has been overwhelmingly in our favor, 
which happy condition was and is purely the 
result of the failure of crops in India and of 
the abundance here, 

Under normal conditions, good crops in the 
old world and gvod crops at home, the hal- 
ance of trade will as in the past be against us, 
and as soon as that happens the drain of gold 
will begin and contractions will follow. 

While the democratic party has not chang- 
ed its pesition since 1896, the republican par- 
ty has changed its position radically.

NEGRO CONFERENCE ADJOURNS. 


Letter Is Read from Susan B. An- 


thony on Woman Suffrage. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 27.—The princi- 
pal number of the morning session of the 
national negro confere1.ce was a letter 
from Susan B. Anthony on the subject of 
woman suffrage. She says that emancipa- 
tion did not give freedom to the negro 
women, but simply transferred them from 
a white master to a negro husband whum 
she must support, and urges the addition 
of the sixteenth amendment providing 
for suffrage regardiess of sex. 

At the night session resolutions were 
offered looking to the purifying and beau- 
tifying of the home; asking the president 
to recommend the addition of an amend- 
ment to the constitution that no state 
shall disfrenchise any one twenty-one 
years of age on property or educational 
qualifications; favoring female suffrage. 

Their ceclaration of principles urges 
strict economy to buy land and build 
homes, the choice of the education of 
children, to avoid debt and mortgages, to 
stay out of the courts, to support race 
business enterprises, to cultivate pacific 
relations with the whites, hold women in 
higher esteem, discourage excursions, de- 
mand a ‘aithful gospel ministry, faithfi]l- 
ly discharge every trust, condemns out- 
rages of all descriptions, disapproves of 
the wholesale deportation of negroes and 
holds that the fifteenth amendment stands 
in its orizinal integrity. 

The conference adjourned to meet the 
second Tuesday in July, 1901, the place to 
be selected by the executive committee.

Alderson, D.D., of Texas, 
delivered a ringing address which created 
a wild sensation. He spoke on “The 
League Course and League Libraries; 
How to Use Them.” He occupied his 
time exclusively in showing the sad dearth 
of a distinctive southern literature, and 
sa;d it was to the shame of the south that 
her children of the new generation must 
read history that discredited the deeds of 
their fathers. He referred to books cir- 
culated through the libraries of the league 
which tacitly made the south out wrongs 
in the civil war. Dr. Alderson said no 
book should be admitted to a southern 
Epworth library which “contained a syl- 
lable untrue to the sacred memories of the 
He pleaded for a literature 
that would give this section justice his- 


torically, but not one of bittegness. He. 


wanted to inculéate by books in the chil- 
dren of ex-confederates the fact that the 


| 
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ferred to Robert E. Lee as the only great 
American whose bust was worthy to- fill 
the same niche in the republic’s pantheon 
as that of the immortal Washington, the 
bfg auditorium shook with applause. 

Dr. Alderson spoke long and eloquently 
in defense of these sentiments, and his 
time was eagerly extended. It was evi- 
dent that the conference was with him 
heart and soul. 

After the applause which followed the 
speech had subsided the chairman sug- 
gested that ‘‘America’’ would be an ap- 
propriate song, just then, and the large 
congregation rose and sang it with a will. 

Presiding Elder Newman, of Birming- 
ham, occupied most of the brief time al- 
lotted for a second open conférence in 
explaining the literature board’s method 
of selecting the books used in the culture 
course. Dr. DuBose also spoke along the 
same lines. Both gentlemen are members 
of the bord. 

Major Halford’s Defense. 

Major E: W. Halford, of the Tnited 
States army, stationed at Fort McPher- 
scn, and private secretary of President 
Harrison during the latter half of his ad- 
ministration, rose at this juncture and 
said he wished to say something in reply 
to Dr. Alderson’s remarks—not by way of 
criticism, but for a common patriotism. 
He said he had lived in Atlanta two years, 
and during his association on terms of 
warmest friendship with the southern peo- 
ple, he had experienced nothing that re- 
minded him that there had ever been a 
Mason and Dixon’s line. He deprecated 
any sectional lines of demarkation be- 
tween the people of the north and south in 
an eloquent outburst, and suid he was 
not a northerner, but a citizen of the 
great American republic, whose people 
were one in heart as in geographical 
bounds. “Our faces are fronted to the 
future, thank God!” he exclaimed, “‘and’ 
we can leave the past to impartial his- 
tory. Both of the once divided sections 
can afford to do that, neither with more 
confidence than the other. The south is 
secure in the moral vindication of such 
principles as were righteous.”’ 

Major Halford said he wished to in- 
dorse the sentiment conveyed in Dr. Al- 
derson’s speech. A people should be loyal 
to their traditions, and nothing so cement- 
ed such a loyalty as a literature written 
by their own historians. A distinctive 
southern literature was the proper ex- 
pression of the life of the southern peo- 
ple. With Dr. Alderson, he recognized a 
deficiency in this regard, and thought the 
young people of the south should be given 
an opportunity to develop ir literary 
taste. “The spirituality of the church,”’ 
he declared, ‘“‘depends on the intellectual- 
ity of meh and’ women, and nothing is 
such an enlightener as the pen.”’ 

Major Halford’s spirited remarks were 
liberally punctuated with applause, and 
at their close the cheering amounted to an 
—— 

Chairman Millar, a second time happy 
in his selection of a song, suggested 
“Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” which 
was sung with great fervor. 

Dr. Morris, of the North Texas con- 
ference, gave a plan for reaching the 
boys and girls isolated on the farm 
through the library feature of league 
work. 

Hon. F. P. Works, a prominent Texan, 
told how he had assisted in making the 
literary culture course a live and fruitful 
agency in his town. 

Several other two-minute speeches were 
heard in the brief open conference anent 
league libraries. It was a profitable lit- 
tle experience meeting. 

Professor W. A. Hemphill, the musical 
director of the conference chorus and 
known as the Epworth League Asaph, 
sang ith fine effect “I Want to Go 
There’’} as a solo. The professor is an 
accomplished vocalist. 

Dr. George D. French, of Virginia, 
field agent for the American Bible So- 
ciety for four southern states, delivered 
a strong address on ‘‘The Bible and the 
League.’” He stressed the vital impor- 
tance of Bible culture in Epworth work. 

The afternoon session closed with a 
brief address by Rév. J. A. Burrow, edi- 
tor of The Midland Methodist, published 
at Nashville, Tenn., on ‘“‘The Epworth 
League Organ.”” Rev. Burrow strongly 
urged upon his hearers the necessity of 
properly supporting the journals printed 
in the interest of their organization.

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Unreliability of the Census. 
The unreliability of the United States 
system of taking the census has long 
been a matter of debate, and the one 
just taken will prove no exception to 
the rule. 

It is the custom to decry any state- 
ment of this sort as proceeding from a 
disappointed community which has 
failed to have its own count verified.

municipality as Savannah, for instance, 
undertakes a work, who will assume 
to say that it- has been dishonestly 
done?

Owing to the many complaints from 
all parts of the country, The Times- 
Herald, of Chicago, undertook to give 
the matter a severe test.

There is something wrong about the 
manner in which population ’is figured 
up by the federa] census. It strikes us 
that the great fault is the failure to 
enlist local agencies in each _ place. 
This is a matter from which the whole 
country guffers, and will continue to 
suffer as long as the present plan of 
enumeration is kept up. 


Stick to the Truth. 

The contempt which the editor of 
The Evening Post has for Altgeld, of 
Illinois, may or may not be justified, 
but certainly the reasonableness there- 
of cannot be increased by false state- 
ments. For instance, The Post says 
that Altgeld “would not lift a finger to 
suppress the fearful rioting at Chica- 
go.”’ This is so far from true that any 
republican business man of Chicago 
will gladly inform The Post to the 
contrary. 

The truth of that business is that 
Altgeld was never asked to lift his 
finger. He had all his preparations 
made and could have brought the riot 
to a prompt conclusion. But the repub- 
lican mayor insisted that he was able 
to cope with the trouble and he refus- 
efi to ask for state troops, although 
leading business men of the city beg- 
ged him to do so. 

When the rioters undertook to ex- 
tend their operations outside the city 
limits, they found themselves con- 
fronted by the state troops. The re- 
sult was that not a dollar’s worth of 
railway property outside the city lim- 
its was injured or destroyed by the 
rioters. Altgeld as a politician is of 
less importance than the truth, and 
.there is no reason, so far as we can 
see, why he should be slandered. 

The Evening Post refers to him as 
Bryan’s “bosom friend,” but is not

No newspaper in the union is More con- 
cerned about the purity of the ballot— 
abroad—than The Press; none more 
intent upon keeping the result of fraud 
at the ballot box—at home! Confessing 
that Philadelphia and Pennsylvania 
form a hotbed of corrupt political 
methods, it fights what the bosses dic- 
tate in internal matters. but holds on 
to all that corruption can win in na- 
tional matters. 

Recently The Press has returned to 
its work of assaulting those at a dis- 
tance, with not a word of blame for 
the manner in which republican ma- 
jorities are created in Pennsylvania, 
Says The Press:

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Troubles with Benevolent Assimila- 
tion. 

Manila dispatches indicate an unfor- 
tunate tendency on the part of the sul- 
tan of Sulu to oppose certain phases of 
President McKinley’s “benevolent as- 
similation” programme. 

For one thing, the sultan and his peo- 
ple want free trade and are rebelling 
against the imposition of an American | 
tariff system. English and German busi- | 
ness interests in the east are taking a 
hand in the discussion, which promises 
to become one of the ticklish complica- 
tions of the imperialistic programme, 

In 1885 England, Germany and Spain 
entered into a treaty under which free 
trade privileges were extended the cit- 
izens of Germany and England. The au- 
thorities at Washington contend that 
this treaty expired when Spanish sov- 
ereignty over the islands ceased, but 
the Germans and British take a con- 
trary view, pointing out that as the 
protocol contained no clause abrogat- 
ing existing treaties, they must still 
exist. 

The controversy seems to have been 
quite active in that far corner of the 
world for some time past. A corre- 
spondent of The Chicago Record states 
that three gazettes have been issued in 
Singapore within the past six months 
bearing upon the subject, and the sul- 
tan is soon to go there for the purpose 
of arranging and agreeing with others 
interested upon a plan of campaign 
whereby the purpose of the United 
States to extend her system of protec- 
tion may be thwarted. 

General Otis has succeeded in tempo- 
rarily shelving the problem by a mo- 
dus vivendi under which the Sulus have 
a hybrid sort of free trade, to be en- 
joyed only by natives exporting and 
importing for their own uses. As there 
are no natives in the mercantile busi- 
ness, this being monopolized by Ger- 
man and English merchants, this does 
not solve the problem: dt has been 
timed, however, so as to cover the pe- 
riod until the first of next January 
with the idea of preventing an open 
breach until after the presidential elec- 
tion, and it will probably have that 
effect. é 
But this is not the only respect in 
which the sultan objects to the pro- 
gramme of his new-found masters. A 
recent telegram from Manila states: 

The sultan of Sulu has been giving the 
military authorities at Jolo some trouble. 
The sultan objected to the Americans 
passing armed troops through the prov- 
inces under his jurisdiction. There is 
nothing warlike jn these tours. Major 
O. T. Sweet, Twenty-third infantry, who 
is in charge of the Jolo garrison, had sim- 
ply planned a series of practice marches 
to keep his men in condition and inciden- 
tally to exhibit his troops to the savage 
inhabitants. 

The sultan took occasion to object to 
these proceedings and sent a lengthy com- 
munication to the major in regard to the 
matter. He claimed that he was working 
under the supervision of. the government, 
and that he was fully able to control his 
people without the assistance of the 
American troops. Major Sweet replied to 
the note in a diplomatic letter, and it is 
hoped that no complications will arise 
from any misunderstandings. 

By way of further explanation, the 
correspondent tells of the shooting 
down of ten natives, which affair he 
seems to think lies at the bottom of the 
present trouble. Ten natives were 
charged with the murder of three gol- 
diers who had wandereg off into the 
interior, They were captured, made an 
attempt.to escape and, by a rather 
strange coincidence, every man of the 
ten was shot down. Shortly afterwards 
the American commanding officer re- 
ceived a bill asking a hundred pesos a. 
head for the men whe had béen killed 
by the soldiers, This was met by a 
counter demand upon the sultan in 
which the value of the Americans was 
placed so high as to dwarf the first de- 
mand into insignificance. 

The controversy that has followed 
has not been amicable. The sultan of 
the Sulus is growing restive under the 
McKinley plan of “benevolent assimi- 
lation,” the beauties of which do not

Is ‘ ‘Cash” Chinese? 


Editor Constitution—I have heard that our 

word ‘‘cash’’ is Chinese. Is that so?

Arg authority says: Our word “‘cash’’ is Chi- 
nese. The currency, of the common people 
of China is so called. ‘‘Cash’’ are coined in the 
Canton mint out of metal composed of 60 per 
cent copper and 40 per cent zinc. They are 
very smali ceins, and in:the center of each 
square hole is punched to string them with. 
They are issued to the people usually in strings 
of 1,000, which have the value of about a 
Mexican dollar. ‘‘Cash’’ have free coinage as 
well as silver, though the Chinese use the silver 
coins of all nations freely in their circulation. 
Uncoined silver bits also circulate without re- 
striction 'n China, The legal standard of value 
is still the silver tael, which contains 590.39 
grains of pure ‘silver.

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Washington, July %.—(Special Corre- 
spondence,)—In an interview cabled from 
London to The New York Herald, Mr. 
James R. Keene, recognized as the most 
fearless of the big financiers of this coun- 
try, gives an insight into financial condi- 
tions that is not only interesting, but 
valuable. With characteristic vigor he 
pays his respects to the. trust situation, 
has something to say on the money ques- 
tion which will open the eyes of many 
people, and incidentally punctures a 
large hole in the much vaunted McKinley | 
prosperity. 

If Mr. Keene was a politician, his ut- 
terances would probably be decried by 
Mark Hanna and his prosperity howlers 
as the effort of a bad man to make capi- 
tal against the great and good McKin- 
ley, but Mr. Keene is a business man and 
he discusses existing conditions solely 
from the business standpoint. He lets 
politics alone, except in so far as he in- 
dicates pretty clearly republican predilec- 
tions, He concludes his talk with the 
Statement that “if McKinley is elected, 
the markets will fall; if Bryan ts elected, 
they will fall still further.’’ But he shows 
his faith in the country’s ability to meet 
either contingency, saying: ‘“‘The financial 
condition of the country s sound because 
the country is sound and the debt Is 
small,”’ 


Mr. Keene cannot with propriety, there- 
fore, be called a pessimist, As The Herald 
in its editorial comment on the interview, 
sdys: ‘“‘Those who are engaged in ad- 
vancing the prices of securities just now 
will characterize some of his comments as 
pessimistic. Cautionary statements issuéd 
at a time when the public has gone mad 
and is buying worthless properties are 
wholesome, although resented even by the 
inexperienced persons they are intended 
to (benefit: while deprecatory remarks 
as a time like the present, after ‘the pub- 
lic’ has been cleaned out, will chiefly af- 
fect the more or less professional spécu- 
lators who alone are now active in the 
stock markets.”’ 

hese remarks are directed particularly 
at that portion of Mr. Keene’s interview 
in which he talks of the condition of rail- 
way stocks. While all he has to say is 
interesting, his comments on the trusts 
and on the need of more money are of 
most general value. 


Speaking of the trusts, Mr. Keene says: 


In America today we may say two 
hundred men control the manufactur- 
ing and prominent businesses of the 

country. 

The great question today has come 
to be that of monopoly. No independ- 
ent man can go into business without 
the monopolists coming down and 
crushing him out. In this way it has 
come to be that he has a much better 
chance in England, where monopoly- 
tyranny does not exist—or at all events 
is not so strong. 

With a few men thus in contro] they 
can fix wages and they can make it 
s0 that money is either easy or tight, 
as they choose. If any other man tries 
to compete with them he is simply 
crushed. The result is that today in 
the United States there are no more 
independent men except the farmers. 
Always bear in mind as a fundamen- 
tal principle, when taiking of the pros- 
pects of the United States, that you 
must have good crops as a sine qua 
non, for such alone maintain traffic 
and on them depends the business of 
corporation stocks, These are the fun- 
damental principles for the prosperity 
of the United States. 


Speaking further on trust conditions and 
the possibility of the trusts reaching the 
expectations, in a financial sense, of those 
who have put their money into their 
stocks and securities, Mr. Keene said to 
his interviewer: 


There never has been anything like 
it in the world since the days of the 
South sea scheme, Every one in itt— 
promoters, bankers, brokers—all peo- 
ple hold them. 

Do you believe in a general trust 
smash, so often spoken of here? he 
was asked. 

If you had to reproduce them, he re- 
plied, somewhat cautiously, you could 
do it 30 per c@ént cheaper. There is 
going to be a struggle during the next 
twenty years with these trusts, just as 
there has been with the railroads. The 
directors have pocketed the surplus 
similarly, and thousands of millions 
in securities have been added to the 
general volume during the last few 
years. 


The effect of this and its relation to 
the great problem of money, Mr. Keene 
presents with great force when he says: 


Six hundred million dollars have 
been made in the last three years, but 
not $300,900, of fresh money have 
been placed in circulation. How are 
— going to do it? How can business 

conducted with all those floating se- 
curities? All nations today demand 
gold. Five thousand millions of silver 
for business purposes have been with- 
drawn. If that money could be re- 
stored just look how you could coal 
up! Look at the consequent depression 
in India and in the United States of 
silver. 5 

In the United States, to take a con- 
servative figure, the property of the 
country from all manner of things 
which the industry and the money of 
the people have created each year in- 
creases by $2,000,000,000. Add to that 
‘the increases of England and France 
and you réuch $10,000,000,000 of prop- 
erty added each year, and added to 
the already existing volume.

When 
a man who has developed wild lang 
fenced it in and built his farm, wants 
to sell it, who is going to buy? Where 
is the money, when silver is stricken 
out of its real value and its equality 
with gold is destroyed? 


‘Mr. Keene adds, in response to the dj. 
rect question, that he “does not favor re. 
monetization unless the other govern. 
ments agree.’” And he adds significantly: 
“The republicans evade the issue; the 
democrats do not. The republicans jojn 
in the nonsensical cry of dishonest 
money.” 


Mr. Keene’s comments upon the fnfla. 
tion and manipulation of railroad stocks 
and upon the management of railroad 
properties were called forth by being ask. 
ed why American rails are so low 
when American financiers are Claiming 
that trade is booming with the roads ana 
that more freight is being offered than 
they can carry. ‘‘American rails are not 
low; in fact, I consider them high,” said 
Mr, Keene. He added that while they 
might be low as compared with a year 
ago, this. was because they were ab- 
normally high then. Then discusing at 
greater length the railroad quéstion, he 
said: 

There are good sound roads in the 
United States, like the Chicago and 
Northwestern, but tue majority of the 
railroads of the United States have 
been robbed to death by people con- 
nected with them. Only in abnormal 
times can American railroads be made 
to pay. lt is one constant struggle and 
is only achieved by the very ‘best man- 
agement in the reduction of working 
expenses, and so on, which enables the 
payment of dividends. 

The whole thing lies in this: There 
is not a railroad in America, except in 
one or two instances, which has not 
been overcapitalized by mismanage- 


, ment or by the frauculent practices of 


those connected with it, and placed 
with the public at 4 per cent over 
its value. From that, you see, a road 
must earn interest on this 40 per cent 
before the shdreholders begin to get 
anything. 

The case is simply this. You have 
got seventy-five millions. capital for 
a concern which ought to have been 
capitalized at fifty millions. You have 
the almogt impossible task of earning 
a dividend on the larger capital. If 
the existing railroad mileage of the 
United States represented a fair, hon- 
est output from the constitution of the 
railroad there would be no more secure 
or more desirable investment in the 
world. But as it represents, in m 
opinien, as evidenced by, the capitali- 
zation of bonds and stocks, an outla 
of 40 per cent greater than it shou 
have been, the struggle to pay fair, 
reasonable dividends will always he 
one to exercise the ability and inge- 
nuity of the management in order 
furnish them year after year, while 
there will be constant. perplexities jn 
solving the problem satisfactorily.  . 

If you look about you you will notice 
that the majority of railroad people 
who account for all the Jarge fortunes 
of the United States have been inti-- 
mately connected with e operation 
of this excess of capitalizajion, placing 
the profits to their credit.

Mr. Keene evideritly takes small stock 
in the republican “argument” that the 
McKinley administration is responsible 
for the good price which wheat has 
commanded at different tmes recently, 
and it is apparent that he believes repub- 
lican legislation has had nothing to 40 
with the prosperity which has been felt 
to greater or less degree during the past 
three years, but. which he doés not think 
substantial. His ideas on prosperity are 
embraced in the followng: 


The great proposition I hold to is 
that agriculture is the base of the 
prosperity of the country—that and 
such coHateral things as beef, 
and lard. You may attempt to evade 
the proposition, but it is of no wse. 
Bad crops give bad stock markets; 
good crops give good stock markets. 
Without them you have no prosperity. 
We have been increasing our exports 
of manufacturers’ goods in a Way 
whick is very flattering, but this in- 
crease has been made at the expense 
of the American, who has d very 
high for it, because the tariff is exces 
sive.

DISPUTE OVERHEATING PIPE. 


Gas Company Objected to It Being 
Placed in Front of Its 
Office. 

An incident, out of which threatened 
to spring an injunction, occurred yester- 
day afternoon in front of the store on 
Alabama street occupied by the Atlanta 
Gas Light Company, when employees of 
the Atlanta Steam Heating Company 
were unloading the pipe which are to 
be laid and employed to convey the un- 

derground heat. 

C. E. Renfroe, who is in charge of the 
gas company’s office, saw the men un- 
loading the pipe directly in front of his 
place of business and instructed them 
not to do it. They failed to comply with 
his request. Mr. Renfroe ordered his 
hands to move the pipe, as they ob- 
structed the entrance to the office. 

The man in charge of the wagons 
hauling the pipe called an officer and 
acquainted him with the situation. The 
officer did not know what to do and or- 
dered the work held up until he could 
be advised of the law in the case. 

In the meantime attorneys for the heat- 
ing company had been telephoned for and 
came to the place. Mr. Renfroe agreed 
to allow the men to unload the pipe pro- 
vided they would leave space enough for 
four wagons to stand in front of the 
office. This was not entirely satisfac- 
tory to the heating company, but Mr. 
Renfroe said he would keep his wagons 
on the street until he could have an 
injunction issued. 

T. K. Glenn, attorney for the heating 
company, said the city had issued them 
a permit to unload the pipe.-Mr. Ren- 
froe said he did not believe the permit 
would hold good under the circumstances. 

Mr. Glenn finally agreed to Mr. Ren- 
froe’s terms and the pipe was unloaded 
below the gas company’s, office. 

When seen by a reporter for The Con- 
stitution, Mr. Renfroe said: 

“I would not object to the pipe being 
placed in front of the office, but it inter- 
fered with the business, preventing wag- 
ons with heavy loads of gas pipe from 
reaching the office.’’ “—

INSURANCE MEN SATISFIED 


Reports That Rates Will Be Increased

THE BREAKAGES WILL BE REMEDIED 


Underwriters Believe This and Hence 
Have Not Discussed the Proba- 
bility of Increases. 


Both committees, the one appointed by 
council and the citizens’ committee, met 
last night in the chamber of commerce 
building and discussed the waterworks 
problem. The meetings were held in ex- 
ecutive session, and it is not know 
what was done, but it is known that three 
witnesses were called to testify regarding 
the conditions existing at the pumping 
Station and fhe cause, if possible, of the 
recent breaks in machinery. 

Colonel Park Woodward appeared 
before the committee and gave it the ben- 
efit of his knowledge of the waterworks. 
Chief W. R. Joyner, of the fire depart- 
ment. also testified. The other witness 
was Engineer Clayton, of the pumping 
station. ad 

None of the evidence was given out for 
publication, and the committeemen could 
not be induced to talk. It is known, 
however, that they are discussing the mat- 
ter from every point of view and will, 
no doubt, find the cause of the trouble. 

The council committee did not hold a 
very lengthy = session. The members 
have been doing a great amount of work, 
however, and when their report is submit- 
ted it is thought it will throw considerable 
light on the subject. Chairman Minhin- 
nett said they would keep on meeting 
until they were satisfied beyond a doubt 
of the cause of the trouble. 

The citizens’ committee was in session 
for three hours, It adjourned at 11 o’clock 
to meet again next Monday afternoon at 
4 o’clock in the rooms of the Atlanta Bus- 
iness Men's League. After the holiday 
today they will be in session every day 
until they have 
cause for the trouble. 

Will Not Raise Rates. 

Insurance rates will not be raised in 
Atlanta as a result of the present agita- 
tion over the alleged defects in the water- 
works system. 

There has not been the slightest hint 
or talk among underwriters of taking 
any advantage of the recent breakdowns 
to put the rates on a higher basis. 

All of them express themselves as sat- 
isfied that the present unfortunate condl- 
tion of affairs will be quickly and ef- 
fectively remedied. 

Of course, if it should be found that 
the system Is inherently defective or 
worthless and no effort should be made 
to put it on a first-class footing, the rates 
would nécessarily have to go up. This, 
however. is generally regarded as so re- 
mote and impossible a contingency as not 
to be a factor in the situation. 

The executive committee of the South- 
@astern Tariff Association held its reg- 
ular meeting Thursday at Asheville. Only 
routine business was transacted. 

In response to a telegraphic inquiry H. 
©. Stockdell, president of the associa- 
tion, told a Constitution correspondent 
that there had been no discussion in rfe- 
gard to Atlanta rates, nor was there any 
probability of such discussion: that he 
had heard no word to that effect. 

This statement effectually refutes re- 
cent publications under “scare” head-lines 
of misleading phraseology. 

The underwriters generally regard such 
erroneous publications not only as a grave 
injustice to them, but as working serious 
injury to the interests of the city. The 
underwriters believe that when the citi- 
zens’ committee and the council commit- 
tee finish their inquiries the city will be 
able to show even greater reasons why

State’s Share in Appropriation Made 
by Congress. 


THE AMOUNT IS CUT DOWN 


Georgia’s Entire Part of the Fund 
Should Be $29,000, A 


NEW BATTERY FOR CHATHAM ARTILLERY 


A Plan Is on Foot To Furnish Savan- 


nah Artillerymen with Four 
New Rapid Fire Guns.

Governor Candler has been notified by 
the war department that Georgia’s pro 
rata share of the increased appropriation 
‘to the national guard will be $22,000. This 
amount is fully $7,000 below what was ex- 
pected under the act of congress which 
gives almost twice as much to state troops 
as during any former year. The. governor 
has been informed that the reason the 
entire appropriation has not been divided 
out is because the war department thought 
best to reserve $200,000 to be used at anoth- 
er time, 

A full apportionment would give the 
state $29,000, or more than twice as much 
as was ever received before. The appro- 
priation to the states for the maintenance 
of the militia is not made in money, but 
in equivalent values in uniforms, arms or 
accoutrements, In this way the troops 
of the various states can supply them- 
selves with whatever they need. It was 
the intention of the chief executive. of 
Georgia, fn case a full appropriation was 
made to the state, to present a new bat- 
tery of four rapid fire guns to the Chat- 
ham Artillery, of Savannah, the oldest 
and probably the best artillery organiza- 
tion in Georgia, A sum of $16,000 was nec- 
essary in order to secure the battery and 
with only $22,000 it will not be possible, 
at present, to buy the battery. 

In order to uniform the troops of the six 
regiments in the state, and this undertak- 
ing has now practically been complete, 
Governor Candler was compelled to draw 
on the government appropriation for 1909 
to the extent of $11,000. This leaves to 
Georgia’s credit with the government only 
$11,000, and with this nothing can be done 
In the way of purchasing a complete bat- 
tery for the Savannah organization. 

wovernor Candler is now in communica- 
tion with the war department relative to 
Georgia’s share in the military fund, and 
it is possible that he may secure consent 
to draw on the government to the full 
amount of the appropriation to Georgia, 
of $29,000. 

A plan is being considered by which the 
Chatham artillery can be furnished with 
four new guns without the caissons and 
carriages, the expense of this purchase 
being much lower than that of a complete 
battery.

A tall, bearded white man, whose old 
Yothes emphasized every evidence of ab- 
fect poverty, walked into the police bar- 


and asked to see the chief of police. 
He was told that the chief was at 
home, and was questioned about his busi- 
ness, 

He said he wanted the police to arrest 
lis daughter’s husband, who had carried 
which had been 
jiven him to pay house rent. 

The daughter was a bride of only a 
few weeks and the amount of money 
for which her father wanted the young 
gusband sent to the chaingang was 75 
cents. 

But, interesting and entertaining as 
this little episode might be as a police 
item separate in itself, the purpose of 
this sketch is to give the man’s state- 
Ment of how a large family lives in a 
feat city on almost nothing. A _ story 
of genuine poverty is to be told, one 
Which has no fancy colorings from the 
Pen of an imaginative philanthropist, 
but which deals in cold, hard facts, in a 
cold, hard world. 

People who think they are barely ex- 
isting on $40 or $50 a month will proba- 
bly be dumfounded when they read 
that a family of eight people live in 
Atlanta on not a cent over $10 a month, 
and sometimes on less than that. This 
pays for house rent, fuel, food, raiment. 
How much is reserved for “incidentals” 
is not mentioned. 

The man who called at the police bar- 
Tacks yesterday to have his son-in-law 
atrested about 75 cents salu his name 
George Emery, and he resided on 
eam Street near the railroad bridge. 

€ has a wife and six children, not to

MR. H. M. ATKINSON’S CARD. 


He Refers to the Charges Made by Dr. 
Broughton Concerning Loans. 


In a card printed br Mr. H. M. Atkinson, 
taking up the recent sermon of Dr. Broughton, 
he says: 

In the course of his harangue of last Sunday, 
as furnished by him to The Constitution for 
publication, the following occurs: 

“It is a known fact that Mr. Atkinson and 
his corporations have loaned many of the in- 
dividuals in that council and their immediate 
connections, mostly to them, over $50,000, and 
that on property scarcely worth a third of it.’’ 

Neither myself nor the Georgia Electric Light 
Company, nor the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, nor any corporation or individual having 
one dollar’s worth of interest in the above com. 
panies, or having any interest whatever in 
any of the franchises obtained or applied for 
by the Electric Light Company or street rall- 
road company, have ever loaned to any meéem- 
ber of the council ‘‘their immediate connec- 
tions’’ a single dollar. 

It may be asked: 
manufactured this falsehood out of 
cloth?’’ 

That falsehood 1s most dangerous and wicked 
which is based upon a fragment of perverted 
fact, and this combination has seized upon my 
connection with the Southern Banking and 
Trust Company to found false charges upon. 
I am president of the Southern Banking and 
Trust Company, a corporation authorized by the 
legislature of Georgia to make loans on & com- 
mission for others, and to act as trustee in 
such transactions. Numbers of people in the 
east lend money through the agency of this 
company. Many millions of dollars have thus 
been brought to Atlanta and loaned to hun- 
dreds of its best business men and institutions. 
There are, even now, about two and a halt 
million dollars outstanding loaned to citizens 
of Atlanta and immediate vicinity, alone, made 
through said trust company. Its directors are 
among the most prominent citizens of Atlanta, 
and its cashier, loan agents. appraisers, and 
other employees, are gentlemen of the strictest 
integrity. 

It so happens that this company arranged a 
loan tn 1896 to a gentleman who was not then 
but is at vresent a member of the general 
council, and in 1898 to another similar situ- 
ated. This was before they became members 
of the city council. | 

Some months ago this company procured for 
them other loans on other property. In each 
instance the property is worth double the 
amount loaned. This company has also procur- 
ed loans during the present year for another 
member of the city council. The loans were 
made in the usual course of business, at the 
current rate of interest after appraising the 
property offered as security by several of the 
leading real estate agents of Atlanta, and upon 
real estate manifestly worth in one case treble 
the amount of the loan, and in the other in- 
stance at least double the sum borrowed. 

There are twenty members of the city coun; 
ceil. They are all, or nearly all, men of large 
business affairs, and the majority of the suc- 
cessful business men of Atlanta and of the 
United States find it to their interest at times 
to procure loans. No sane, just man would try 
to show that these three men whose characters 
have always been above reproach, were acting 
dishonestly in making these loans or that I 
was by their use trying to corrupt them. 

The loans were made by a company in no 
wise connected with the franchise question of 
the city council; made for people who have no 
interest in them and who are probably un- 
aware of the existence of the corporations 
which have received or are applying for fran- 
chise; were made upon the usual terms, upon 
the amplest security, and the deeds fully de- 
scribing the real estate security and the parties 
to whom made were promptly put on the pub- 
lic record in the clerk's office and published 
the day after to the world in The Daily Re- 
port.

THEY DISPUTE THE STATEMENT 


Tallahassee League on Charge That 
Capitol Building Is T5o0 Small. 
Tallahassee, Fla.,.. July 27.—(Special.)— 
The Tallahasseé Capital League, recently 
formed to use all gceal and, honoravle 
means to prevent th® removal of Florida’s 
capital frum Tallahassee, has issued a 
statement relative.ta.the condition of the 
present statehouse; the allegation iat 
this building is not-spfficient for the needs 
of the state government having been 
used as one of the chief reasons for 

changing the seat of government, 

After giving a description of the capitol 
bullding and showing that it ts in good 
condition, the statement concludes: 

“There being no necessity, and no valid 
reason, for moving the capital, the pres- 
ent building and its accommodations be- 
ing ample tor all governmental purposes, 
the imposition of an additional, heavy tax 
upon the people of the state isgunjust and 
unnecessary. The only complaint made 
was by members of former legislatures 
that ihey wanted more committee rooms 
for their converience. There is no reason 
for abandoning and (destroying the valu- 
able and commedious buildings already 
belonging to the state, and meeting all 
her demands, because a few more rooms 
may be desired for two months every two 
years. When needed, these rooms can be 
supplies at small cost, without incurring a 
heavy tax burden, and without giving uP 
the present valuable property of the 
state. 

‘It should be evident from the foregoing 
statement of the actual condition of the 
Capitol building that there is absoluteiy 
no foundation for the claim that the 
building is inadequate and unsafe, or that 
the books and records are in danger of 
destruction for want of proper protec- 
tion; hence the advocates of capital re- 
moval must look elsewhere to find some 
real ground upon which to base their 
appeal to the tax payers,”

Before the close 
of the first hour prices had scored a rise of 6 
to 8 points on a sudden scare of shorts, which 
ariginated in a desire of a single trader to take 
profits in a small way. There proved to be few 
sellers on hand and this hastened the advance 
and added to the concern of the smaller bears, 
But by midday values had relapsed to about 
last night’s figures, and during the balance 
of the session displayed unimportant further 
variations. The trade had practically nothing 
in the way of news to work upon. The cables 
were pretty much as predicted, the crop and 
weather advices continued splendid and the 
China complications failed to show the first 
sign of unraveling.

NEW BUSINESS IS 
AT LOWER PRICES 


Midsummer Inactivity Is Emphasized 
by Disturbed Foreign Relations. 


COTTON IMPROVED SLIGHTLY 


More Business Has Occurred in Cot- 
ton Goods. 


—— 


THE TONE IN IRON IS 


Generally Satisfactory Crop Condi- 
tions Have Caused Still Further 
Decline in Wheat. 


IMPROVED 


New York, July 27.—R. G. Dun’s Weekly 
Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“Activity in raw materials is not present to 
discourage new business. Producers and con- 
sumers are getting together in more than one 
direction, although midsummer inactivity !|s 
emphasized by disturbed foreign relations and 
the situation always attending a national polit- 
ical campaign. False starts are to be feared, 
but the dangerous optimism of last autumn 
is lacking and new business is at lower prices. 

‘‘A stop to the decline in wool brought many 
manufacturers into the market asking terms. 
Good sales of California and territory wools 
were made to mills, and the trade expects 
larger purchases to follow the opening of 
spring goods by the American Wool Company 
next week. Holders who have had difficulty 
in storing were the chief sellers. Sales of 
wool at the three chief markets were only 
4,337,500 pounds, against 1,,/3,900 last 
year. 

‘Cotton improved slightly, and more business 
occurred in cotton goods. A reduction from 
7e to 6%c in Hope 4-4 bleached cottons closed 
out the entire stock in forty-eight hours, prices 
then being restored. 

“Similarity in iron, the depression which 
has resulted in hesitation and fear in other 
industries, the tone is better, and ih the Pitta- 
burg district the mills have booked a line of 
fair orders in bar and plates. Structural and 
bridge materials are better taken. ‘The refusal 
of the amalgamated association to allow a 
change in the wage scale adopted in May has 
led to strikes at numerous bar mills, and the 
Republic company is to dismantle some plants 
to secure concentration, but the non-union ca- 
pacity will prevent serious scarcity. Further 
business in bars shows that agricultural imple- 
ment. makers are more active. Gray forge has 
fallen to $15 at Pittsburg and Bessemer steel 
billets sold at $19. With the uncertainty of 
the conference of the steel companies at Chi- 
cago removed, buyers may proceed with less 
anxiety. Export orders advanced electrolytic 
copper from 16\%c ta 16%c in large lots. 

‘‘Jobbers in boots and shoes are demanding 
prompt delivery on old orders, but new business 
is scarce. Further delay in fall and winter 
orders will entail reduction of forces at fac- 
tories. 

‘‘Manufacturers are taking leather only for 
immediate needs, but sole is more active, and 
a large sale for belting at a moderate conces- 
sion is reported. Packer hides sell freely at 
Chicago at the recently reduced price. 

‘Tt was not surprising that wheat declined 
still further this week, for the price had been 
held far above the quotation ruling at this date 
in 1899, and crop conditions are so generally 
satisfactory as to assure an abundance for all 
home demands and the usual amount for ex- 
port. High prices have curtailed foreign buy- 
ing to some extent, in four weeks Atlantic ex- 
ports of wheat, including flour, have been only 
7,266,436 bushels, against 8,430,431 last year. 

“The shipments of corn make a more satis- 
factory comparison, in four week amounting 
to 12.720,435 bushels, against 11,881,479 a

That industry is, if possi- 
ble, more depressed than at any time for three 
years past, and expectations that price declines 
would be checked by the arrival of finishel 
material at a cost }asis have been disappointed, 
because this week steel bars have been sold 
in some instances at ic per pound, which is 
unquestionably below the basis of cost of raw 
materials and manufacture. A large tonnage 
of this material and of southern pig iron has 
been worked off seems certain, but it is still a 
buyers’ market with everything that this im- 
plies. Export business would undoubtedly ex- 
pand if ship room were available, Among other 
metals tin is locally lower on rée-arrivals, af- 
ter teouching the highest point in twenty-five 
years.

Fol- 
lowing the opening there was enough selling, 
mostly by scalpers for profits, to send Septem- 
ber back to 75%c, but at no time did the bulls 
show any fear of the market taking the down- 
ward course for any length of time. During 
the day there were numerous reports of un- 
favorable crop conditions in the northwest and 
of exceedingly poor threshing returns. One 
Dakota man expressed a wish to go on recor!

ROOM TRADERS 
PUT PRICES UP 


They Drifted Downward Toward the 
Close of the Day. - 


ONLY SMALL GAINS LEFT 


B. R. T. Was Exception and Was 
Speculative Leader. 


SUGAR WAS ACTIVE BUT LOST ITS GAIN 


Sharp Gains by Handful of Railroad 
Stocks Had Little Influence 
on Rest of List. 


New York, July 27.—The room traders suc- 


‘ceeded in putting prices up for a time today, 


but they drifted downward again toward the 
close cf the day and left only small net gains 
except in Brooklyn Transit. This stock was 
decidedly the leader of the speculation and was 
largely dealt in on the strength of insinuating 
rumors that the yearly statement, which is 
yet to see print, will show larger earnings than 
i has been anticipated. The stock made an ex- 
treme rise of over 3 points under this stimulat- 
ing influence and helped the whole market. It 
relapsed.a point in the late reaction when the 
traders were taking profits on the day’s risc. 
Sugar, which came next in point of activity, 
did not fare so well. It got up at one time as 
muuch as 15% on the expectation that the firm- 
ness of the raw sugar market foreshadowed 
another advance in refined sugar. But the 
late reaction entirely wiped out the rise. The 
railroad list continued extremely dull and nar- 
row. The sharp gains shown by a handful of 
stocks had little infinmence on the rest of the 
list, which hung sluggishly back. Gains of 
over a point were established in half a dozen 
stocks at the midday high level. But none of 
these were fully maintained and nothing more 
than fractions remained at the close of the day. 
The strength of Baltimecre and Ohlo was ap- 
parently due to the covering by shorts. Bur- 
lington was marked up on assertions that the 
statement of June earnings would show better 
net results than has been foretold. St. Paul, 
Loulsville and Nashville, Union Pacific and 
Missouri! Pacific were the only railroad stocks 
showing any notable strength. The steel stocks 
moved uncertainly pending announcements of 
the agreement arrived at by the Chicago con- 
ference. The local traction stocks were strong 
in sympathy with Brooklyn Rapid Transit and 
Consolidated Gas more than recovered yester- 
day's decline. So far as general conditions were 
an influence the market was helped by the less 
despondent views regarding the fate of the 
envoys in Pek held by foreign speculators. 
This was largely a sentimental influence, as 
dealings here for foreign accownt were insignifi- 
cant. No gold was engaged for export tomor- 
row, and in fact demand sterling fell off a 
fraction. But it recovered a fraction in 
Paris, and the rate for call loans declined 
in London. YDondon discounts were firm, and 
the belief remains general that further gold 
will go out next week. A favorable bank state- 
ment seems probable tomorrow, owing to the 
continued inflow of currency from the interior. 
Estimates of the gain by the banks on’ this 
account run up nearly $3,000,000. The gain 
on sub-treasury operations is reduced to trivial 
proportions, in spite of the anticipation by the 
government of the August interest payments. 
The receipts at San Francisco today of $2,500,- 
000 in gold can be made immediately available 
to the New York banks by the system of 
transfer allowed by the treasury department. 
But it will not figure in this week’s bank state- 
ment. It is thought probable that loans may 
have been further reduced by repayment of 
German obligations to this market.

New York Fruit Dealer Was Charged 
by Growers. with Seeking To 
Evade Payment. 

Charged with. buying fruit from grow- 
ers: in several tewns in’ middle Georgia 
and seeking to €vade payment, William 
H. Cole, who is. said to be a dealer 
in fruit on an extensive.scale, and who 
hails from NewYork, was on Thursday 
taken before Judge A. E. Calhoun, pre- 
siding officer of the city criminal court, 
in habeas corpus proceedings instituted 
to effect his release from custody. 

He had been arrested several days be- 
fore on a warrant charging him with 
cheating and swindling and his attorneys 
sought to’ have him. released, Upon a 
hearing of the case it was decided that 
the warrant was not a good one, the 
habeas corpus. was sustained and -the 
man released.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


“You'd be surprised to know the 
amount of interest that is just now being 


manifested in China,’’ said a local book } 


seller yesterday. ‘“Searcely an hour 
passes that I do not have cals for books 
dealing with the habits and customs of 
the country. Such books are rare and 
just at present I haven't a publication 
‘in the house outside of thé magazines 
that treats of the subject. Six months 
ago I had a number of books on China 
that had been a drug on the market for 
years and were getting old and musty 
on the shelf..I never expected to get 
rid of them’ until news of the boxer 
troubles began to be printed, when I had 
them taken down and brushed up. They 
sold like hot eakes and I could easily 
dispose of as many more in a day if I 
had them. 

“That’s one of the pecullaritiés of the 
book business—you hever know at what 
moment events are going to take a turn 
that will bring a hitherto unasked for 
publication into the.widest popularity. 
The present interest in psychology is re- 
sponsible for the sale of a number of 
books that.I never thought of getting 
rid of. About four years ago I ordered a 
number of books dealing with India and 
treating at some length of the occult 
side of the Buddhist religion. They were 
poor sellers and I put them on the top 
shelf after a year or so to make rdom 
for a number of new novels. One day a 
man who is very much interested in psy- 
chology and kindred studies asked for one 
of these books. I had almost forgotten 
I had them and it took quite a search 
to locate them. He must have been very 
much interested and told his friends 
about the book, for in less than two 
weeks I had disposed of every copy I 
had and was compelled to order more. 

“Speaking of China reminds me that 
recent wars have served as a popular 
education in geography to the great 
masses. How many people in Atlanta 
knew anything about Armenia and the 
Armenians up to the time of the Turk- 
ish war some three years ago? Very few, 
I venture to say. But now it would be a 
dificult matter to find a man who makes 
any pretentions to general information 
who could not tell you all.about the 
country and the people. Then, nearer at 
hand, is the instance of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. Five years ago the average man 
could not tell you the geographical loca- 
tion of Santiago if a severe penalty was 
placed on his failure to do so. But now 
that same man has oodles of information 
‘at the tip of his tongue. But the most 
startling illustration is shown in the 
Philippines. I remember distinctly the 
morning the news came that Dewey had 
blown up the Spanish fleet in Manila bay 
there was scarcely a man of my ac- 
quaintance who could tell with any de- 
gree of definiteness where the islands 
were situated. The word Manila was 
vaguely associated with a brand of pa- 
per, but that was about all the average 
man could tell you about it. In. six 
weeks Manila was a byword in every 
home circle and it was a. dull child 
who could not tell you all. about-its popu- 
lation, their customs and everything else 
of interest. The war in the Transvaal 
has had the same effect in relation to 
south Africa, and in a few weeks the 
mystery that surrounds China, her peo- 
ple, her customs and her religion will be 
no longer a mystery.’”’ 


“A very significant circumstance~™ in 
connection with the usual speculation 
indulged in on Broadway in reference to 
the coming theatrical. season,’’ said a 
New Yorker yesterday, ‘is the almost 
entire absence of allusion :to the fact 
that this is ‘presidential year.’ Four years 
ago managers figured on this event as 
quite a factor; this year it seems to have 
little or no influence on their nlans.

The fact 
that they seem to have thrown this 
presidential year out of their calculations 
is a point worthy of the consideration 
of the politicians.” 


“T notice that Robert Charles, the negro 
murderer who was. killed in New Or- 
leans yesterday afternoon, was a victim 
of the cocaine habit,’’ remarked. a well 
known physician who has devoted con- 
siderable study to the effect of narcotics. 
“This statement—that a negro was a CO- 
caine fiend—doubtless surprised many 
people not familiar with the negroes of 
New Orleans, Memphis and other large 
southern cities. Whisky is usually ac- 
credited with being the cause of most of 
the crime among negroes and few ever 
think of ascribing it to drugs. The fact 
remains, however, that the use of mor- 
phine and cocaine has grown to an 
larming extent among half educated ne- 
oman in certain southern cities. I never 
had a case come under my observation 
in: Atlanta, but my fellow practitioners 
have told me of the dalarmihg extent to 
which the habit has grown in Memphis 
and New Orleans. From. all I can learn 
cocaine has fastened its insidious grip 
on a large proportion of the negroes of 
those two particular cities. and that the 
authorities are at a loss to know how to 
check it. : 

“This fact I regard as one of the grav- 
est problems that confronts the ngero. 
Whisky is bad enough; cocaine is in- 
finitely worse. Only on certain tempera- 


ments does whisky have its most evil. 


effects. Cocaine is no respecter of tem- 
perament. It fastens its grip on a man 


and in nine cases out of ten that man. 


is doomed. It undermines the health 
very rapidly and its infivuence on the 
moral nature is such as to convert a 
peaceably inclined man into a maniac. 
The temptation toward the use of drugs 
is strong among the whites and its use 
wrecks thousands of lives every year. 
Among the ignorant and uneducated ne- 
groes—naturally we and wanting . in 
the stamina that comes from education 


and the best of morai influences—the ef-’ 


fect, if the habit once gets a firm foot- 


hold, will be Worse than anything I.

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CROPS NEED RAIN 
IN MANY STATES 


Weather During the Past Week Was 
Very Dry. . 


COTTON HAS IMPROVED SOME 


Considerable Early Georgia Corn Has 
Been Made. 


PEACHES ARE PLENTIFUL BUT ROTTING 


In Texas and Louisiana the Rain Has 
Been Plentiful and Crops Are 
Greatly Improved. 


The last crop bulletin of the agricul- 
tura] department at Washington has the 
following interesting information regard- 
ing weather and crop conditions: 

The week ending 8 a. m., July 23d, was 
exceptionally warm in the Atlantic coast 
districts from the Carolinas northward, 
especially over the interior, the average 
dally temperature excess ‘ranging from 3 
to 9 degrees, being greatest in eastern 
Pennsylvania and northern New Jersey. 
The week was also warmer than usual] on 
the north Pacific coast and over portions 
of California, Arizona and New Mexico, 


but the excess in these districts was only 
slight. Over the western half of the up- 
per lake region, generally throughout the 
Mississippi and lower Missour! valleys in- 
cluding portions of the eastern Rocky 
mountain slope, the wBek was not as 
warm as usual, the average daily défi- 
clency ranging from 3 to 6 degrees over 
a large part of the area named. 

The temperature was below normal 
throughout the week on the central Cali- 
fornia coast and over the middle and 
Rocky mountain slope and lower Missou- 
ri valley, and above normal throughout 
the week in the middie Atlantic states and 
New England. 

Unusually high maximum temperatures 
occurred in New England and the middle 
Atlantie states on the 16th and 17th, and 
in Minnesota and the Dakotas on the 21st, 
readings of 100 degrees or more being re- 
ported on-the dates named at a number 
of stations, the highest record in the .2or- 
responding decades of July since the es- 
tablishment of the stations. Unusually 
low minimum temperatures of the season 
occurred in the Rocky mountain region, 
Lander and Cheyenne reporting 38 degrees 
on the 19th and 20th, respectively. 

Very heavy rains fell in northern Tex- 
as and Louisiana, and more than the 
usual amount over the greater part of the 
lake region and Ohio valley and over por- 
tions of the upper Mississippi and cen- 
tral Missouri valleys. Very light showers, 
unusual for the season, however, occurred 
over portions of central California, while 
local rains in some instances exceeding 
an inch, occurred in Arizona, where 
drought of great severity has prevailed. 
There was less than the usual amount of 
rain on the Atlantic coast, except over 
limited areas, aiso in southern Texas, 
over portions of the central Mississippi 
and upper Missouri valleys, generally over 
the eastern Rocky mountain slope, and 
on the north Pacific coast, a considerable 
portion of the south Atlantic states and 
southern New England receiving no ap- 
preciable amount, 

This seasonal temperature from March 
ist to Julv 23d (145) days is slightly defi- 
cient over the greater part of the southern 
states, lower Ohio valley, northern New 
England, and the southern portion of the 
lake region, the departures from normal 
being generally less than 1 degree per 
day, except over the interior of northern 
New England and the southern portion of 
the upper lake region. The seasonal 
temperature is in excess of the average 
over southern New England, the middle 
Atlantic state, at some stations on the 
south Atlantic coast, and over the greater 
part of the country west of the Mississip- 
pi, the excess being very decided from the 
upper Mississippi valiey westward to [da- 
ho, the average daily excess ranging from 
3 to 5 degrees over the Dakotas, Montana, 
Wyoming and Idaho, 

Summary of Conditions. 

Rain is very generally needed in the 
Atlantic coast districts north of Plorida, 
the drought being quite severe in the Car- 
olinas, New Jersey and portions of New 
England, while too much rain has fallen 
over portions of the central valleys, north- 
ern Texas, the central gulf states :nd 
northern Florida. Very favorable tem- 
perature conditions have prevailed during 
the week, except in the middle Atlantic 
states, upper Missouri valley, and over 
portions of Washington and Oregon, 
where unusually high temperatures have 
been detrimental to crops. : 

While the condition of corn in Kansas 
and Nebraska have improved, the reports 
indicate that much of the early crop in 
portions of these states has been seriously 
injured by drougth, In other great corn 
states of the central valleys the crop 
has made rapid growth under highly favor- 
able conditions. Throughout the Atiantic 
coast districts corn is generally in need
